“ I know Jhe German emperor per­ 
sonally, and know* him well,’’ said 
the laird of Skibo. “ I know’ what he 
has done for the German people. 
It 
was not the kaiser who brought on 
this terrible war. It was the Prussian 
military machine which forced him 
into it.

"I pity the German em peror from 
the bottom of my heart. 
He did not 
want this war, despite what many 
are saying—-despite appearances. He 
has done too much toward peace. He 
has done more for the German peo­ 
ples than any other ruler. Ile rid 
himself of Bismarck, who was the 
real war lord. 
“ With nothing too bad to believe 
when it affected the military pro­ 
fessionals of Germany, I can believe 
only that it was military Germany— 
and not the kaiser— that is respon­ 
sible.”
